Hofe Gentlemen who are of Opini- 

aa on, That a Tyrannick Government 

a is mot for the Security of the 
 Chuich of England, I confefs have fome rea- 
_ fon to plead for the Divine Right of Suc- 
 cefion; but the Notion is fo Abfurd in it felf, 
and has met with fuch Conftant Profefts a- 
gainit ic, by the very Church of England it 
felf, thac Icannot but wonder any Man, or 
Party of Men, fhould offer fuch an Affront 
_ tothe Church of England, as to fuggeft the 
_ Title of her Monarch by Divine Right,whea 
‘fhe her felf has but lately Dethron’d one of 
~ her Kings, and fet up another. 

But what will not a good Face do in this 
~ yefpect ? However let me make this Ule of 
~ it; “tis a full Demonftration of what has been 
- fuggefted before, (viz.) What Church of 
England thefe Peopie mean, upon all Occa- 
_ fions when they talk or rhe Church 3 noc the 
~ Church that Depofed King Fames, for that 
they count’ an Apoftate Branch of Schifinati- 
tal Dijfensers ; but that Church that has kept 
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it {elf clofe to the late King Fames, notwith- 
ftanding all his Difpenfing with the Laws, his 
Arbitrary Government, his Male Admini- 
ftration and Abdication. 

Now as there are in the Church, a certain 
‘Number of Men, who by the Artifice of the 
other, have been brought to be their Tools 
and Engines in all this Mifchief; the Scholars 
of thefe Mafters are Ignorantly broughs to 
talk after their Teachers. 

Why pray Gentlemen of the High Church, 
what do you Talk of Fure Divino? Doyou 
know what youare doing ? The fure Divino 
of Kings, will undoe the Church of Eng}and, 
as now Eftablifh’d ; it will bring you all back 
where you were ; it will'retura the High 
Commifhion Court it will Disfranchife Mag- 
dalen College, and fend your Bifhops all to 
the Tomer , if your Kings are Fure Divino, 
fo are all their Commands ; to relift them is 
Death, Treafon againft Heaven; if they 
Command you to Renounce God, Sell your 
Religion, go to Mals, turn Jurk, Papist, or 
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“any thing, you muft Obey even for Confci- 


ence fake What is it you are doings 
Gentlemen, when you Talk of fure Di- 
vino? ped oe ; 

And what are the Champions of this Scoun- 
drel Doétrine doing with you, when they 
put this Bancer upon you, and Preach up 
this Doétrine in the Name of the Church ? 
‘tis certainly playing a Trump upon the 
Church, and hooking her in to undo all her 
own Work. 

The way to bring it to pafs formerly, was 
to Debauch the Morals of the People 5 now 
they feek to do ir by affecting their Senfes, 
and frighting them with the Danger of the 
Church. 

As to the Debauching the People the firft 
20 Years after the Reftoration, gave a fad 
Teflimony of the Ruins of the Peoples Mo- 
rals 3 and I cannot but Remark ose thing 
here: Immediately on the Refforation, one 
of the firft Demonftrations the Pecple gave 
of the Liberty they Injoy’d in all manner of 
Excefles, was the Eretting, of May-poles all 
over the Kingdom ; What Rivts and Revel- 
ling enfued, isa Melancholy Queftion 5 and 
I Choofe rather to Bury them, than Revive 
the Memory of it. : 

Iam far from arguing againft Innocent 
Diverlions, and the ordinary Sports and 
Paftimes of the People; Recrsations are 
without doubt as Lawtuk in chen:felves, as 
Labour, and in forme Cafes as uleful 5 but the 
May: pole Recreation, was generally the Ex- 
curfion of the Flagon. _ I omit very williig- 
ly the Prophanenefs of its Original, and be- 
lieve the Country Lads and Laffes may as In- 
nocently Dance round a May-pole, as any 
where elfe; but the Obfervation is,that 
when the Extravagances of Church-Exulta- 
tion appear, they always fhewed themfelves 
in giving a greater Swing to Immorslicy 
than any other. People, rather prompting 
Vice, than Conniving at Innocent Diver- 
fign. 

By Time, the War, and the Difcourage- 
ment the Government in the laft Reign 
gave to Vice both by Example and Com- 
mand, thefe things grew very much joco 
Difufe, the May-poles Lecame Innocen' O 
nainents, rather than S-gnals of Triumph, or 
Eafigns of Drunkennefs, and in many ! laces 
grew quite outofUfe, and the Cuftom grew 
Obfolete and Forgotten. 


men of the High Church 
jefy inthis, as wellas in relt o 
Meaning, began to lay the {ame Foun 
of Riotous Triumph, as formerly; for 
look’d on rhe Queens coming to the Crot 
asa Meer Reftoration, they were refo 
fhould Reftore the Crimes as well as the Per: 
fon of whom they began to Value them- 
felves on Account of the Line, and the Di- 
vine Right of Succeffion ; Univerfal Revels 
fill’d their Houfes, and General Drunken: 
nefs began to Revive. A 
And I appeal to Common Knowledge, if 

in the firft half Year of Her prefent Maje 
fty, almoft ail the May-poles ia England, 
were poi Repair’d, and Re-edify’d, New 
Painted, Nzw Hung with Garlands; and 
Beautified ¢ And whether there was not 
more New May-poles Ercéted, than had. 
been in 20 Years before ? Let any Man as 
he goes through a Town, with a fine Painte 
ed May-pole, Esquire when it was laft 
R« pair’d or Sst up, and I hold five to one, 
that ’tis Anfwer'd, in the Year 1702, I mear 
take one with another. eo 
And «hat was the Meaning of it? 
Not that they could tee any hopes in the” 
Exainpie of Her Majeft:, to think this Vice,: 
Drunxennefs and Revelling, fhould receive 
any Encouragement there ; the conftant Pra 
Gice of the Queen, muft {top the Mouth of | 
fuch a Scandal; and if they had Difcretion | 
little enough to think fo, Her Majefty has | 
given them room enough fince, to find theic | 
Miftake, butthe Cafe is plain, they thought: | 
the Day their own at Court, and away they | 
went with the Miftake, and immediately fell 
to Concerting Meafures with the People; 
and upon this Proceeding, up went the May- 
poles, thac the Churches Health might be: |

think, that when Her Majefty recommend- 
ed to them the Care of the Church, of Re- 
jigion, and the General Safety; that there- 
fore all the Reveliing, the Liberty, and a 
loofe to all Manner of Riot, muft be the 
th Demonftration of their Obedience to 
the Queen’s Command. 
~ When the Queen told thefe Gentlemen 
they fhould moft partake of Her Royal Fa- 
‘your, who were moft Zealous for the Inte- 
reft of the Church; None but mad Men 
“could have thought Her Majefty thould 
‘mean thereby, that they fhould prompt the 
People to tear one another to pieces, that 
‘the Church fhould be re-eftablifht upon the 
‘Ruine of her Diffenting Brethren: "Twas 
Prepofterous to think Her Majefty defign’d 
the General Diforders, and Confutions, chat 
muft follow ; the Perfecutions, the Harraf- 
fing and Plundering of her Subjeéts one by 
another. 

_ Common Sence would have told thefe 
Gentlemen, that the Queen found the King- 
dom involv’d in a Foreign, a Terrible, a 
Doubtful, and a Chargeable War 3 what but 
a Spirit of Infatuation could perfwade Men 
to think, that Embroiling Her Subjetts a- 
bout Difputes in R<ligion, Divifion of Par- 
ties, and private Auimofiries, fomenting 
Differences, and carrying them on to all 
Manner of Extravagancies, could be the 
Meaning of the Queen’s Speech, that Her 
Majefty in diftinguifhing thefe Gentlemen, 
cculd mean, that they fhould infult their 
Brethren, ard make ufe of the Royal Coun- 
tenance of their Sovereign, to trample up- 
on the Weakaefs of their Neighbours. 

Strenge! That Men fhould thus miftake 
their Sovereign, and venture upon fuch 
Meafures, as they did, in purfuitof that in- 
tollerable Error. 

Upon the Difcovery of their Error, what 
did the Court proceed to;.Her Majefty 
found a Neceffity firft, Geatly, with her 
Mfual Goodnefs, and Royai Clemency, to 
admonifh and exhort them to Peace, to U- 
lien, to living in Amity and Charity with 
heir Brethrem too.

Upon the frequent repeating thefe Affu- 
rances to the Diffenters, how did the high 
Gentlemen repeat their Difcontent, and 
thereby demonftrate the Truth of what I- 
have always fuggefted ; That their Chief 
Diforder was,:becaufe the Rod was taken 
‘out of their Hands, and they were not let 
loofe at the Diffenters, becaufe they had not 
that Power given them ; for the Exercife of 
which their New Editices, the May-poles, 
was to prepare the People, and fit them-to 
be Tools of their Partye Zeal, that they 
might Mob the Difénters in ‘all Places, as 
well as Bully them at Court? That this muft 
be True I crave leave to examine. 

What elfe could be the Reafon, that up- 
on this Difappointment they flew out againft 
the Queen, Perfonally, that the Queen had 
deceived them 5 had Jurn’d about, That Her 
Majefty had deferted the Church ; and foat 
laft, to this particular, that the Church of 
England was in Danger ? 

Alas, the Church of England! What, in 
Danger, beraufe the Queen.will not make 
you a Church Militance on Earth; as you 
talk of being. Triumphant fomewhere elfe 
in Heaven? im Danger ! becaufe Her Maje- 
fty is pleas’d to tell the Diffznters they are 
in No Danger? Is it impoffible the Church, 
and the Dijenters in England, fhould both 
continue? Is there a Deleada ef upon the 
Intereft of one or other. 

From. whence this Unhappy Principle muft 
proceed is a Queftion too .long now to 
examine, I have attempted to prove, it mut. 
be from the Facobite Party, who from well 

rounded Reafoning, plainly covet the De- 
ru€tion of both, and no Body but you, 
Gentlemen, of the High Church; Nor you, 
unlefs you had been in a Plot againft your 
felves, would have been drawn into fo foo- 
lifh, fo fencelefs, fo ridiculous a Snare, ee 
aah 
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the Work of a Party, who employs you to 
dig a Pit for yopr Brethren, that when they 
have done muft bury you. both.

can have the Face to ask the Queen Reafons, 
Why you were DifinifS’d? Yvu need go no 
farther than your felves for Reafons, and 
you cannot be fo Ignorant as not to know 
thein.
